102 Ave. bike lane 
given the go-ahead

Some consider it a long-fought 
battle, some have described it 
as long-needed in the down¬ 
town core, and now the 102nd 
Avenue bike lane is set to go 
ahead. 

Council voted unanimously 
Wednesday afternoon to dedi¬ 
cate $8.8 million for a stretch of 
bike infrastructure physically 
separated from motor-vehicle 
traffic from 96th Street to 
136th Street. 

“(Council) showed a lot of 
leadership in rebooting the 
city’s bicycle infrastructure 
strategy and they decided to 
build, with this budget, two 
high-quality bike routes in 
central neighbourhoods where 
they’re needed and where they

will drive a high level of rider- 
ship when built,” said Conrad 
Nobert, a member of the Ed¬ 
monton Bike Coalition. 

Coun. Scott McKeen put 
forth the motion to fund the 
previously unfunded project, 
saying the minute the budget 
came out and the 102nd Av¬ 
enue bike lane had no dollars 
next to it, his inbox began to 
“ping.” 

“I brought this forward 
because of the demand from 
the community. The emerging 
generations — people in their 
20s, 30s — are not as reliant 
on cars as my generation,” he 
said.”They want to see council 
invest in this infrastructure to 
show that we get it.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
echoed his colleague’s state¬ 
ments, adding that the bike 
lane will mean increased rider- 
ship to the downtown core. 

“This will allow us to get 


more people out there who 
want to use it,” he said. 

City administration is still 
early on in the consultation 
process for the proposed design 
of 102nd Avenue. Construc¬ 
tion is estimated to begin in 
2015 or 2016, after the public 
is consulted on a more detailed 
design, set to be released in the 
spring of 2015. 

“From a cycling and com¬ 
muter perspective — and when 
I say commuters I mean all 
commuters, not just cyclists — 
102nd Avenue is a huge one,” 
said Christopher Chan with the 
Edmonton Bicycle Commuters 
Society. 

“Having full funding to build 
the highest quality of infra¬ 
structure that the communities 
wish for is really promising and 
is a message from council that: 
We do get it and we think this 
is a valuable part of the direc¬ 
tion Edmonton is taking.’”

Council 
gives tentative 
commitment for 
park-and-ride 

Centuiy Park park-and-ride 
users might have to take 
a shuttle to get to Centuiy 
Park LRT station, as council 
opted Wednesday to take 
early steps in funding a 
new parldng lot in Heritage 
Valley 

Despite the decision, 
the plan is still in early 
stages — as funding from 
the province and a report 
from administration due 
back in the new year are 
still needed before plans 
are more concrete — with 
council allocating $6.7 mil¬ 
lion out of this budget for a 
new parking lot and transit 
centre at 127th Street 
and Ellerslie Road. They 
dedicated an additional $2 
million for design. 

With the city’s land 
lease with the current 
Centuiy Park and Ride 
set to expire in 2020, city 
administration urged 
council to consider their 
options now so planning 
and potentially construc¬ 
tion could get started. “It 
doesn’t make sense to wait 
another four-year capital 
cycle,” said city manager, 
Simon Farbrother. 

Coun. Michael Walters 
said the project is a “pres¬ 
sure point” as the lot with 
1,100 parking spots already 
fills up by 6:45 a.m. 

Councillors Ben Hen¬ 
derson and Amarjeet Sohi 
questioned if there is any 
data that supports whether 
riders would want to do 
the extra transfer onto a 
shuttle bus then onto the 
LRT, but city administra¬ 
tion said nothing has been 
done in terms of using 
other Canadian cities as 
examples.

City officials want Edmon¬ 
tonians to pick up a new 
habit when they hail a cab: 
snap a photo. 

Following a series of re¬ 
ports from taxi users of driv¬ 
ers refusing fares and other 
issues, the Edmonton’s li¬ 
censing authority started 


installing decals in cabs that 
include key information the 
city needs when dealing with 
a complaint. 

“We were getting reports 
about problematic taxi cabs 
and refusals and those types 
of things,” said Garry Dzi- 
wenlca, director of vehicle- 
for-hire and business licens¬ 
ing. 

When city officials went 
to follow up with the com¬ 
plaints, they’d discover they 
were missing details like 
unit numbers and the taxi 
broker company’s name. 

As of Wednesday, every li¬ 
censed cab in the city is now 
outfitted with the special 
decal, said Dziwenlca, who 


encouraged riders to snap 
a photo anytime they use a 
cab. 

“Ninety-nine out of 100 
times, you’re not going to 
need it,” he said. “But you’ve 
got it if you need it. That’s 
the last thing you want to 
be fumbling for if you have 
an argument with a driver or 
something.” 

Edmonton bar owner 
Daniel Huber said he’s no¬ 
ticed a disturbing trend in 
the city’s cab service since 
the summer. He said he’s no¬ 
ticed drivers cherry-picking 
their fares. 

“I’ve seen it happen 
firsthand, and it’s kind of 
getting a little disgusting,” 


Huber said. 

Dziwenlca said the No. 1 
complaint for city cabs lately 
is refusal of services for out- 
of-town destinations. 

The city has three specific 
rules for when a cab can re¬ 
fuse service, he added: when 
they believe they might be 
in danger, their cab or prop¬ 
erty might be damaged or if 
they’ve been certified by the 
city to refuse dogs due to al¬ 
lergies. 

Cab users who wish to 
file a complaint can email 
a photo of the decal to 
vehicleforhire@edmonton.

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Bill 10 doesn’t represent LGBTQ 
students, says GSA member 


Schools. Opposition 
wants to propose 
changes to bill that 
would legislate 
Gay-Straight Alliances 


Special clubs to offer LGBTQ 
students a safe space in schools 
should be a right, not a priv¬ 
ilege, says Edmonton high 
school student Zander Hart¬ 
man. 

Hartman, the head of Ross 
Sheppard High School’s Gay- 
Straight Alliance, said the club 
gives students an outlet where 
they can safely talk about their 
own experiences and a new bill 
to legislate the clubs doesn’t 
represent LGBTQ students at 
all. 

Bill 10, which gives the 
final say on GSAs to the school 
boards, passed second reading

Tuesday and is expected to hear 
third reading before the end of 
the fall session. On Wednesday, 
opposition parties announced 
they planned on proposing 
amendments to the legislature. 

For Hartman, having access 
to a GSA was a life changer. 

“Not having a GSA at a 
school, as a queer kid ... it was 
really tough to handle (school) 
with not having a safe space,” 
said the 18-year-old. 

The teen said the new bill 
is a departure from Bill 202, 
which was proposed by Liberal 


MLAs to ensure each school has 
a GSA. 

“Bill 10 is almost complete¬ 
ly separate from (Bill 202) and 
it doesn’t really represent LG¬ 
BTQ students, which is what 
we need right now,” said Hart¬ 
man. “People defending it, say¬ 
ing it’s anti-bullying, it doesn’t 
really protect anyone.” 

While school boards main¬ 
tain the right to final say on 
GSAs, the proposed bill allows 
students to fight the decision 
in court, which Hartman called 
ridiculous. 

“To assume kids have the 
privilege to get a lawyer and go 
to court is really classist on its 
own and shows the flaws in the 
system,” he said. 

If the bill passes, Hartman 
said he would encourage any¬ 
one who didn’t have access to a 
GSA in their own school to join 
a neighbouring one.

hopes of gathering some advice 
on how to proceed. 

Fast-forward to Wednesday, 
and the post had been shared 
more than 7,000 times on Face- 
book, and animal-protection of¬ 
ficers from the Edmonton Hu¬ 
man Society had launched an 
investigation into the matter. 


Elliot said she didn’t expect 
the feedback her post garnered, 
but she was inspired by how 
many people were moved. 

“I know people are aware of 
puppy mills, but I don’t think 
they realize... it’s still not illegal 
for pet stores to get these pup¬ 
pies from not-so-good breed¬ 
ers,” she said. 

Calls made by Metro to My 
Pets pet store in West Edmon¬ 
ton Mall for a comment on the 
animals’ wellness were not re¬ 
turned Wednesday. 

Elliot said a group of animal 
advocates will be gathering to 
protest animals purchased at 


pet stores on Dec. 21 at West 
Edmonton Mall. 

A spokesperson from EHS 
said officers routinely visit all 
pet stores in the city once a 
month, including My Pets, but 
will be investigating this specif¬ 
ic case further. 

“All information regarding 
our investigation will remain 
confidential; however, please 
note that we will not conclude 
a file until all concerns under 
the Animal Protection Act have 
been addressed and rectified 
appropriately,” reads an EHS 
statement.

Councillors vote in 
favour of funding Jasper Ave. upgrades 


Jasper Avenue will be getting a 
facelift the community wants 
instead of the one the city pro¬ 
posed after councillors voted to 
change the project Wednesday. 

Councillors voted to fund a 
proposed $18.5-milfion rehab 
of the avenue from 109th Street 
to 124th Street but told admin¬ 
istration it should include a re¬ 
design and street-scaping work. 

Jarrett Campbell, president 
of the Oliver Community 
League, said they don’t want 
the road simply repaired and 
put back as it was. He appealed 


to council last week to make it 
more pedestrian friendly and 
safer. 

“We needed to make sure 
that if we were going to put any 
money into (Jasper Avenue), 
they were going to do it right,” 
said Campbell, after council’s 
vote. 

Council had considered an 
additional $9 million in fund¬ 
ing for the upgraded version of 
the road but pulled that back. 
Campbell said he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve the extra funding is essen¬ 
tial and he’s happy with what 


they got. 

“Realistically, we have $18 
million into the budget and 
that’s a huge win for Oliver,” 
he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
it makes sense to build a street 
that welcomes pedestrians in a 
community the city is trying to 
encourage. 

“This is the money to build 
this street right. To build the 
city that we say we want to 
build,” he said, adding the basic 
rehab project would have been

Crews at the Blatchford re¬ 
development are ripping 
out the runways so they can 
be turned into roads, as the 
green development tries to 
start off on the right foot. 

Contractors are working 
to rip out about a third of 
the two mile-long runways 
and are stockpiling the as¬ 
phalt on site so it can be 
turned into roads in the 
new redevelopment. 

“It’s been a focus for our 
program from the begin¬ 
ning to use as much of it as 
we can in our project,” said 


Mark Hall, the city’s execu¬ 
tive director. 

The crews are currently 
working on the asphalt 
over the runways, which 
is 70 centimetres thick in 
some places. After that is re¬ 
moved they will move onto 
the concrete sections. 

Hall said so far every¬ 
thing the crews have found 
is in line with what they ex¬ 
pected to find. 

“What they’re finding 
and what they knew from 
the beginning of the pro¬ 
cess is the depth of the 
runways changes as you go 
along it,” he said. 

Hall said just 20 per cent 
of the material they are ex¬ 
cavating will be enough to 
build the roads in the new 
development, while the re¬ 
maining 80 per cent will be 
available for the city to sell 
for other projects. 

Six buildings on the site 
have also been removed

to make way for the first 
phase of the development, 
which is expected to see its 
first residents late in 2016. 

Hall said those will also 
be repurposed with two 
buildings actually being 
taken apart and rebuilt 
elsewhere in the region. He 
said even the buildings that 
had to be demolished aren’t 
ending up in a landfill. 

“With the first building 
that we took down we had 
almost 95 per cent of that 
material either reused or 
recycled,” he said.

AGLC warns against 
gambling gifts to minors 


Calgary. Police absolved 
in ATV crash injury 


The Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission is re¬ 
minding folks there’s a minor 
problem with lottery tick¬ 
ets, and it’s that parents and 
families are still gifting the 
gambling games to under¬ 
aged kids. 

“Whether it’s the holiday 
season, or any time of year, 
the AGLC wants Albertans 
to know that they shouldn’t 
purchase lotteiy products for 
minors.” said Bill Robinson, 
president and chief executive 


officer of the Alberta Gaming 
and Liquor Commission, in a 
release. 

The AGLC said research 
shows nearly one-fifth of Al¬ 
berta parents admitted to giv¬ 
ing their child a lotteiy ticket 
as a holiday or birthday gift.

Council funds suicide

Suicide prevention was given 
a funding boost Wednesday, 
as city councillors approved 
a barrier for the High Level 
bridge. 

The barrier, which council 
had asked the city to study 
after several family members 
of suicide victims came for¬ 
ward, was originally unfund¬ 
ed in the capital budget. 

The proposed $ 3-million 
rail would include new steel 
posts and mesh along the bot¬ 
tom along with tension cable 
over top of the railing. 

Dan Klemlce, who spoke to 
council earlier this year, lost 
his wife to a suicide on the 
bridge. 

He said there are bigger

issues of mental health that 
still need to be addressed, but 
this will serve as a moment of 
pause. 

“There are some people 
who are just going to be veiy 
determined to not carry on, 
but I’m wise enough to lrnow 
that some people make rash 
decisions in that moment,” 
he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
the funding would be a sound 
investment. 

“Three million dollars is 
a small amount of money to 
spend to save these lives,” he 
said. 

Coun. Michael Oshiy said 
the current bridge is simply 
unsafe and needs to be safer 
for everyone who uses it. 

“This is our infrastructure 
that we inherited from over 


100 years ago and the city has 
a responsibility to make sure 
our infrastructure is safe,” he 
said. 

Oshiy said a barrier was 


incredibly important. 

“This is going to put some 
pause in and I think it will 
ultimately save a lot of lives,” 
he said. 


Council agrees to boost funding for 
bike and pedestrian infrastructure 


Mayor Don Iveson has been 
nothing short of “disappoint¬ 
ed” that during his time as 
mayor, council has consist¬ 
ently had to “dig” the Active 
Transportation plan out of 
the budget “book” in hopes 
of funding it. 

“I’m concerned that ad¬ 
ministration hasn’t figured 
out that people on streets, 
people on transit and some¬ 


times on bike is a sign of a 
healthy city,” he said during 
budget deliberations. “To not 
put anything in it ... I’ve ex¬ 
pressed my disappointment 
before.” 

That changed Wednesday 
when council voted unani¬ 
mously to fund a third of the 
plan’s proposed $65.7-mil- 
lion request. The $20 million 
now allocated will go towards 


items like broken links on 
shared-use paths, curb cuts 
in neighbourhoods not set to 
get a revamp, and pedestrian 
infrastructure to make bus 
stops more accessible. 

There are several added 
benefits to the local cycling 
culture, with five corrals and 
50 bike racks to come for¬ 
ward due to the funding deci¬ 
sion made Wednesday. 


Bike safety improvements 
at intersections at up to five 
locations could also be fund¬ 
ed under the $2 0-million ban¬ 
ner. 

On the flip side, should 
there be any changes to 
existing bike infrastructure 
— like removing them — it 
would come out of this fund, 
said administration.

Drug bust. Minister Tim 
Uppal’s brother arrested 
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Minister vows clarity on hospital repairs 


Alberta’s infrastructure min¬ 
ister promised Wednesday to 
make more information pub¬ 
lic following reports that the 
government is manipulating 
hospital repair priority lists 
for political gain. 

“We will ensure that in 
any report where a consult¬ 
ant’s view is disagreed with 
by Alberta Health or Alberta 
Infrastructure, the revised 
document — with reasons 
— for why the decision is dis¬ 
agreed to must be posted on¬ 


line,” Manmeet Bhullar told 
the house during question 
period. 

A Postmedia series run¬ 
ning this week details a 
backlog in hospital upgrades 
and repairs worth hundreds 
of millions, perhaps even as 
high as $1 billion. 

The stories detail how in 
recent years the government 
has changed how it rates hos¬ 
pital repairs to prevent valid 
year-to-year comparisons and 
to give the appearance hospi¬ 


tals are in good shape. 

The report also revealed 
that government officials 
sometimes ignore independ¬ 
ent repair ratings and substi¬ 
tute them with their own in- 
house evaluations. 

It found that of 18 hos¬ 
pitals that had their ratings 
changed to effectively give 
them a higher priority for 
repair, 14 were in ridings 
represented by the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives and four 
were in ridings where the PCs 


lost in close votes to the Op¬ 
position Wildrose in the last 
election. 

NDP Leader Rachel Notley 
told reporters she has sent a 
letter to the auditor general 
to ask him to investigate the 
allegations of favouritism. 

“This government is en¬ 
gaging in political manipula¬ 
tion of information around 
the state of disrepair with re¬ 
spect to Alberta’s health-care 
infrastructure,” said Notley.

Just over half of Alberta 
Health Services employees, 
and fewer than 4 in 10 phys¬ 
icians, say they are “engaged” 
in their jobs to the point that 
they feel pride in what they 
do and would recommend 
working for AHS to a friend. 

That’s according to a 2014 
survey of tens of thousands 
of staff members within Al¬ 
berta’s public health-care 
system, the third such study 
AHS has undertaken in the 
past five years. 

The results are largely sim¬ 
ilar to those from the 2012 
survey, but an improvement 
from the 2010 survey, in 
which only about one third of 
employees and one quarter of 
doctors described themselves 
as engaged in their work. 

AHS president and CEO 
Vickie Kaminski said Wednes¬ 
day there were some signs of 
improvement in the detailed 
2014 results but admitted 
that, on the whole, the mas¬ 
sive organization has lots of 
work to do when it comes to 
morale.

Prostitution law comes on 
anniversary of massacre 


Dec. 6. Anniversary of 
the Montreal Massacre 
is also a nationwide day 
of action on violence 
against women 


It’s “sick and twisted” that Can¬ 
ada’s controversial new prosti¬ 
tution bill comes into force on 
a day dedicated to eradicating 
violence against women, says 
one of the women behind a 
successful court challenge of 
the old laws. 

The new legislation, known 
as the Protection of Commun¬ 
ities and Exploited Persons Act, 
comes into force on Saturday, 
Dec. 6, which is also the Na¬ 
tional Day of Remembrance 


and Action on Violence Against 
Women. 

The day — the anniversaiy 
of the shooting deaths of 14 
women at Ecole Polytechnique 
in Montreal at the hands of 
gunman Marc Lepine — has 
evolved into an occasion to 
commemorate all female vic¬ 
tims of violence. 

Those who work in the sex 
industiy have expressed their 
disdain for the new prostitution 
laws, which they fear will result 
in more victims, not fewer. 

“I think that it’s a really sick 
and twisted day for it to hap¬ 
pen,” said Valerie Scott, one of 
three women behind the land¬ 
mark Supreme Court case that 
declared Canada’s legislation 
on prostitution unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

“That day should not solely

be for women who were mur¬ 
dered by Marc Lepine, it should 
also be for women who were 
murdered by Robert Pickton,” 
said Scott. 

Pickton, a B.C. pig farmer, 
was convicted almost exactly 
seven years ago for the grue¬ 
some murders of six prosti¬ 
tutes, and had been charged in 
the deaths of 20 others. 

The case was among those 


referenced by the Supreme 
Court last year when it struck 
down Canada’s prostitution 
laws, arguing that they de¬ 
prived sex workers of the abil¬ 
ity to work safely. 

The decision gave the gov¬ 
ernment one year to establish 
new laws. The new bill was 
introduced June 4, reviewed by 
both the House of Commons 
and Senate and granted royal 
assent on Nov. 6. 

By the bill’s own terms, it 
was slated to come into effect 
30 days after that — which is 
how Dec. 6 came to be the date. 

“We do not control the 
passage of bills in the Senate, 
nor when a bill receives royal 
assent,” said Clarissa Lamb, a 
spokeswoman for Justice Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay.

Mulcair endorses stricter rules for firearms 



A New Democrat government 
would ensure police are able to 
track eveiy firearm in Canada, 
but would also seek to avoid 
the pitfalls that made the now- 
defunct long-gun registry so 
controversial, Tom Mulcair said 
Wednesday. 

The NDP leader disputed 
the Conservative government’s 
contention that gun registra¬ 
tion is an unfair, onerous re¬ 
quirement for law-abiding gun 


owners. 

“I have nothing against see¬ 
ing honest farmers and duck 
hunters be able to have their 
weapons,” Mulcair said outside 
an NDP caucus meeting. “But, 
you know, that honest hunter 
who goes out with his pickup 
truck, it’s a registered pickup 
truck ... the trailer’s registered 
and the 4X4 is registered. Heck, 
his dog is registered.” 

New Democrats “have confi¬ 


dence in the ability of farmers 
and duck hunters to fill out a 
form,” he added. While farmers 
and hunters are entitled to own 
firearms, Mulcair suggested 
there must be strict limits. 

“What kind of duck do you 
hunt with an assault weapon? A 
pterodactyl?” 

There’s no reason a system 
of tracking firearms has to go 
“overboard,” Mulcair said.

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AMMI Canada to object to Lyme bill 


An organization representing 
Canada’s infectious-diseases 
specialists plans to raise ob¬ 
jections to a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill on Lyme disease at 
a Senate committee hearing. 

Their concern: the bill’s 
preamble appears to support 
the notion that significant 
numbers of people in Canada 
are suffering from a condition 
they believe to be chronic 
Lyme disease and that these 
individuals are being failed 


by a medical system that re¬ 
fuses to accept that diagnosis, 
leaving sick people to suffer. 

The organization, the As¬ 
sociation of Medical Micro¬ 
biology and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases (AMMI) Canada, is 
hoping to persuade the com¬ 
mittee to strip three para¬ 
graphs from the preamble to 
the bill, saying it can support 
the rest of the document. 

But Green Party Leader 
Elizabeth May, who proposed 


the bill, says that isn’t pos¬ 
sible at this stage. 

May, an MP for the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia riding of Saan- 
ich-Gulf Islands, says the 
preamble cannot be altered 
without sending the bill back 
to the House of Commons. 
And that, she says, would ef¬ 
fectively kill the bill; there 
would not be enough time 
for it to make its way back 
through Parliament before 
next fall’s election. 


The fear held by infectious- 
disease specialists is that in 
criticizing the existing guide¬ 
lines developed over several 
years to diagnose Lyme dis¬ 
ease, the bill tacitly supports 
an alternative method that 
an independent review — 
commissioned by Britain’s 
Health Protection Agency — 
found to not provide a sound, 
empirical approach to Lyme 
disease diagnosis and care.

Need legal advice? 

University of Toronto 
students designed 
electronic paralegal 
program using IBM’s 
Jeopardy-winning A.I.

Need a shoulder to ciy on dur¬ 
ing your divorce? Or, how 
about some advice for you next 
legal battle? Never fear, Watson 
is here. 

Students at the University of 
Toronto are putting the famous 
Jeopardy-playing supercom¬ 
puter to work. 

Last spring, IBM partnered 
with 10 schools, challenging 
them to put an entrepreneurial 
spin on Watson’s artificial in¬ 
telligence. U of T was the only 
Canadian institution invited, 
and students were tasked with 
pitching a business model com¬ 
bining Watson with legal data. 

“There’s a ton of money to 
be made in law. It’s all about 
helping lawyers reduce their 
research time,” said computer 
science professor Paul Gries. 

Ideas included Divorcesay, 
an online app that guides you 
through the legal process of get¬ 
ting a divorce, as well as Loom, 
which mines court data to de¬ 
termine the likelihood your 
case will succeed. The program 
predicted, for example, that a 
current legal bid to force the 
Canadian Hockey League to pay 
players a minimum wage has a 
68 per cent chance of success. 

The winning team, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday, pitched 
a product called Ross, an 
“electronic paralegal” aimed 
at assisting lawyers with case 
research. In Januaiy, the team 
will fly to New York to compete 


against nine other schools for a 
chance to win $100,000 in seed 
capital. 

“This is just the first step,” 
said Jimoh Ovbiagale, a U of 
T student and member of the 
team headed stateside. “Our 
ultimate goal is to build a great 
Canadian company.” 

At its core, Watson is a com¬ 
puter program that can make 
sense of natural language. It 
can ingest large amounts of 
text, process it and use it to an¬ 
swer questions. During its run 
on Jeopardy, for example, it 
read the entirety of Wikipedia 
and used that data to correctly 
answer clues. 

“From an artificial intelli¬ 
gence point of view, it’s almost 
impossible. Only IBM, with mil¬ 
lions of dollars in investment, 
could make something like 
Watson,” said Steve Engels, a 
U of T professor and one of the 
event’s organizers.

Sven Dickinson, chair of the 
university’s computer science 
department, said the Watson 
Challenge taught students valu¬ 
able business skills that will 
serve them well even if they 
don’t go on to launch start-ups. 

“The fact is that our stu¬ 
dents are likely to be recruited 
by start-ups. It’s going to be 
important for them to be able 
to evaluate the offer in front of 
them when they are,” said Tim 
Capes, one of the business men¬ 
tors brought on board for the 
program.

Italian historian 
speculates renowned 
face could be artist’s 
mother, who may have 
been a Chinese slave 


An Italian historian’s theory 
that Mona Lisa might be a 
Chinese slave and Leonardo 
da Vinci’s mother — making 
the 15th-century polymath 
half-Chinese — sent online 
commentators into a frenzy 
Wednesday. 

Angelo Paratico, a Hong 
Kong-based historian and 
novelist from Italy, told the 
South China Morning Post: 
“On the back of Mona Lisa, 
there is a Chinese landscape 
and even her face looks Chi¬ 
nese.” 

Chinese web users ex¬ 
pressed astonishment and 
disbelief Wednesday, post¬ 
ing dozens of parodies of the 
painting. 

Little is known about 
Caterina, the mother of the 
artist, writer, mathematician 
and inventor. The identity 
of the sitter for the portrait 
hanging in Paris’ Louvre mu¬ 
seum has long been a matter 
of debate. 

Paratico, who is finishing 
a book entitled Leonardo da 
Vinci: A Chinese Scholar Lost 
in Renaissance Italy, cited 
Austrian neurologist Sigmund 
Freud’s 1910 assumption that 
the painting was inspired by 
the artist’s mother. 

“One wealthy client of 
Leonardo’s father had a slave 
called Caterina. After 1452, 
Leonardo’s date of birth, she 
disappeared from the docu¬ 
ments,” he told the paper. 

Many posters on China’s 
Twitter-lilce Sina Weibo were 
incredulous. 

“I’m so sad that you 


thought I’m a foreigner!” 
wrote one, with an image of 
a frowning Mona Lisa holding 
two rolls of toilet paper and 
blowing her nose. 

“I’d rather be from wher¬ 
ever I am loved.” 

Another user replaced her 
features with unlikely faces 
ranging from Chinese male 
comedian Zhao Benshan to 
British actor Rowan Atkinson 
to a grimacing robot holding a 
Mona Lisa mask. 

The topic had been viewed 
more than four million times 
and triggered 160,000 post¬ 
ings by midday Wednesday. 


Evidence 


The evidence for a Chinese 
connection appears to be 
slight, with Paratico saying 
he was sure “up to a point” 
that da Vinci’s mother was 
from the Orient. “To make 
her an oriental Chinese, 
we need to use a deductive 
method,” he added. 


“I now understand why her 
smile looks so mysterious and 
concealed — it’s typically Chi¬ 
nese,” said another poster, afp

artificial intelligence could 
see the human race become 
extinct. 

In an interview with the 
BBC, the scientist said that 
while “primitive forms” of 
artificial intelligence have 
proved useful, if the technol¬ 
ogy is developed to a level that 
can surpass humans, it “could 


spell the end of the human 
race.” 

He said that advanced arti¬ 
ficial intelligence would “take 
off on its own and redesign it¬ 
self at an ever-increasing rate.” 

Human biological evo¬ 
lution will not be able to 
compete and “would be 
superseded,” he said in the 
interview Tuesday.

The stepfather of Michael 
Brown has apologized for 
angry comments he made 
after the grand jury decided 
not to indict the police offi¬ 
cer who killed his unarmed 
18-year-old stepson but said 
his remarks had nothing to 
do with the arson and looting 
that ravaged Ferguson and 
the surrounding area. 

Police said Tuesday they

Brown’s death 
inflamed racial tensions in 
the Missouri city of Ferguson 
and fuelled a debate over re¬ 
lations between law enforce¬ 
ment and black communities 
across the country.

Egyptian President Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi has said his of¬ 
fice is drafting a law to crim¬ 
inalize insulting the uprisings 
that toppled then-president 
Hosni Mubarak in 2011 and his 
Islamist successor Mohammed 
Morsi last year. 

The move intends to ease 
concerns on both sides of a 
widening rift over whether 
the two popular movements 
expressed the genuine will of 
Egyptians. 


The dispute was further 
stoked by a judge’s dismissal 
last weekend of a murder case 
against Mubarak over the kill¬ 
ing of protesters. 

Just what would constitute 
an insult however was unclear, 
as was the time frame for the 
legislation’s implementation.

Three women who claim they 
were victimized by Bill Cosby 
appeared at a Wednesday after¬ 
noon news conference called 
by attorney Gloria Allred. 

Allred wrote in a news re¬ 
lease that she will propose a 
way the women can “obtain 
justice” despite statutes of lim¬ 
itations that would prevent 
criminal or civil cases from be¬ 
ing filed. 

Two of the women have 
never spoken about their ex¬ 
periences with Cosby, Allred 
wrote. The third woman was 
prepared to testify against Cos¬ 
by to support another woman’s 
2005 lawsuit claiming sexual 
assault in Pennsylvania. Cosby 
settled that lawsuit before it 
went to trial. 


The press conference comes 
a day after a sexual-batteiy law¬ 
suit was filed by Judy Huth, a 
Southern California woman 
who claims the comedian mo¬ 
lested her in a bedroom of the 
Playboy Mansion around 1974 
when she was 15 years old. 

Huth’s lawsuit states she 
became aware of the psycho¬ 
logical damage of the incident 
recently. Under California law, 
adult victims who suffered 
childhood sexual abuse can file 
lawsuits within three years of 
when they discover the abuse 
caused significant psychologic¬ 
al trauma. 

In recent weeks, more than 
a dozen women have accused 
Cosby of drugging and sexually 
abusing them. Cosby’s lawyer, 
Marty Singer, did not respond 
to requests for comment on 
Wednesday, though Cosby’s 
lawyers previously have issued 
statements characterizing 
some of the claims as previ¬ 
ously discredited and others as 
untrue, the associated press

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HOUSING AS A HUMAN RIGHT 


Do people have a constitutional right to adequate housing? The Court of Appeal for Ontario recently ruled that this is a matter for governments to dedde, not courts, 
but advocates plan to take their fight to the Supreme Court of Canada. Metro staff from across the country talked to housing-rights champions for their take:

The distinction the judge in 
this case made between the 
role of the courts and the role 
of the legislature is an import¬ 
ant one, says Stacy Douglas, 
assistant professor of Law and 
Legal Studies at Carleton Uni¬ 
versity. 

“It rests on an idea, central 
to our democracy, that parlia¬ 
ment makes law, and courts 
merely ensure that this law is 
being upheld,” she said. “How¬ 
ever, this is an increasingly 
grey area as our law continues 
to change and transform to 
accommodate demands, for 
example, for socio-economic 
rights. 

“The appellants in this case 
are claiming that the overall 
approach of the government 


has led to conditions that vio¬ 
late their rights to adequate 
housing. (But) because there 
is no constitutional right to 
housing and because there is 
no otherwise stated standard 
for them to use to evaluate gov¬ 
ernmental policy, the courts 
claim it must be a matter for 
the legislature.” 

As for whether an absence 
of government action can 
be considered a violation of 
constitutional rights, Doug¬ 
las said “the law is constantly 
changing, and judges should 
be very careful about deciding 
too swiftly what is justiciable 
and what isn’t. Something that 
is unacceptable today may veiy 
well be acceptable tomorrow.”

Interview. Alan 
Cumming details his 
difficult childhood in 
a memoir, and says he’s 
now at ease with missing 
out on being a dad 


When Scottish actor Alan Cum¬ 
ming was 28, he endured an 
episode he’s come to believe 
was a nervous breakdown — 
or, as he memorably refers to it 
in his new memoir, a Nervy B. 

He was eight years into a 
marriage to actress Hilaiy Lyon 
and the couple was tiying to 
have a child. As parenthood 
loomed and Cumming became 
increasingly swallowed by anx¬ 
iety, he started to realize he 
hadn’t quite escaped the dark 
shadow of his own father. 

As documented in Not My 
Father’s Son, the Tony Award¬ 
winning actor was raised 
by a mercurial terror who 
subjected Cumming and his 
brother, Tom, to a routine of 
jarring physical violence and 
withering verbal criticism. 

Then 28 years old and con¬ 
sidering the reality of father¬ 
hood for the first time, Cum¬ 
ming worried about a cycle 
of violence. Now 49 and still 
childless, Cumming says he 
remains vigilant for echoes 
of his deceased dad. “I’m not 
a father, and I’ve chosen not 
to be now,” he said during 
an interview in Toronto this 
week. “Sometimes if I get an¬ 
noyed with a child, or even my 
dogs, I sort of think: ‘Oh gosh.’ 
I sometimes check myself. 

“That will never go away 
— that wony,” he added. “Be¬ 
cause I am my father’s (son). 
I have madness on both sides 
of my family. Let’s face it. It’s a 
miracle I’m functioning.” 

Although Cumming just 
worked the book’s title into

conversation casually, it’s ac¬ 
tually quite a loaded statement 
for the multi-hyphenate star 
— one that launched a “crazy 
summer” that served as the 
setting for Cumming’s mem¬ 
oir. 

It was 2010, and Cumming 
was participating in the Brit¬ 
ish genealogy documentaiy 
Who Do You Think You Are? 
As he was preparing to climb 
his family tree, he fell into con¬ 
tact with his father for the first 
time in more than a decade. 

His dad was dying of cancer 
and had troubling news for his 
family: Alan Cumming, he was 
certain, was not actually his 
son but instead the product 
of an extramarital affair pur¬ 
sued by Cumming’s beloved 
mother. 

Just as he was reeling from 


this revelation, Cumming was 
reaching profound conclu¬ 
sions in his documentaiy-aid- 
ed investigation into the mys¬ 
terious death of his maternal 
grandfather, a British soldier 
named Tommy Darling who 
had disappeared into a life 
in Malaysia marked in equal 
measure by honour and havoc. 
Cumming documents the 
dual familial probes in some¬ 
times alternating chapters in 
his tightly focused memoir. 
And he does eventually find 
out whether his own father 
was telling the truth — but it 
would spoil the book to reveal 
that answer here. 

For a long time the actor 
was uncharacteristically terse 
on the topic of his father. In 
the U.K., where Cumming’s 
life has long been a subject of 
interest to the tabloid press, 
it had been established that 
Cumming and his father were 
estranged but the reasons why 
were somewhat bluny. 

Even those closest to Cum¬ 
ming were stunned to read 
his account of a childhood 
spent weathering a campaign 
of psychological cruelty and 
intimidation. “My friends are 
shocked,” said Cumming, nat¬ 
tily clad in a royal blue dress 
shirt and black vest. 

Considerations of parent¬ 
hood lingered for Cumming, 
by the way, beyond that anx¬ 
ious time in his 20s. 

Now, however — months 
away from his 50th birthday 
and years into his marriage to 
longtime partner Grant Shaffer 
— Cumming has confidently 
closed the book on fatherhood. 

“I did want to do that, and 
I really don’t now,” he said. 
“I think I got older and I got 
content. And I don’t want to 
change that. I’m content. So 
I don’t think a child is some¬ 
thing that I need to fulfil me 
anymore.”

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Author has risked her life 
to change our views on Iran 



Books. Iranian news 
correspondent says 
people in her home 
country care far less 
about nuclear bombs 
than they do about 
personal freedoms

Serving as the Iranian cor¬ 
respondent for the New York 
Times — among other pub¬ 
lications — has put Nazila 
Fathi’s life in danger many 
times over the past decade, 
but she never questioned her 
choice to become a journalist. 

“You become so over¬ 
whelmed by the events that 
somehow you don’t feel the 
fear,” she tells us, adding that 
growing up in Iran during the 
Revolution made her accus¬ 
tomed to living in a fearful 
climate, and she didn’t real¬ 
ize just how stressful it was 
until she left the country. 

Fathi’s new memoir, 
The Lonely War (out Dec. 9) 
chronicles the aftermath of 
the revolution and how it af¬ 
fected her personally. 

The way Fathi weaves 
Iran’s narrative with her own 
makes for a compelling read. 
She tells us that one reason 
she wrote the book is to re¬ 
verse stereotypes people have 
about Iran. This even pre¬ 
sented itself when she was 
finalizing the book’s cover. 

“The publisher said people 
wouldn’t know this was a 
book about Iran unless we 
put a woman wearing a chad¬ 
or on the cover,” Fathi says. 

“Whenever someone 
wants to use an image to 
represent Iran, it’s a picture 
of a woman in a chador. This 
is such a cliche, both for the 
regime and here in the West. 
Iranian women want to be 
free with how they dress. 
You hardly ever come across 
a woman who lives here, in 
a free countiy, and wears the 
chador.” 

In the end, Fathi took her 
publisher’s advice and she’s 
ultimately happy with the 
cover. 

“I hope once people read 
the book that these are not 
true perceptions of the coun¬ 
try and its people.” 

Fathi says another miscon¬ 
ception is that nuclear talk 
is the most important issue 
to the Iranian people. “They 
don’t care about it. This is 



the most important issue in 
America’s foreign policy and 
Israel’s foreign policy but, for 
Iranians, it’s a minor issue.”

Instead, she says they care 
about gaining more personal 
freedoms. As the middle class 
has grown — it now accounts 


for more than 70 per cent of 
the country’s population — 
Fathi says the people see free¬ 
doms that exist elsewhere 
and they want them. 

When Iranian pop-singer 
Morteza Pashaei died of can¬ 
cer Nov. 14 at the age of 30, 
thousands of Iranians flooded 
the streets to mourn for him. 

“Women, who are not per¬ 
mitted to sing in public, were 
singing his songs,” Fathi says. 
“It’s a sign that the younger 
generation is vying for more 
personal freedom. They’re 
looking for an excuse to show 
their solidarity.” 

It’s a battle the Iranian 
people are still fighting and 
Fathi’s voice is just one of 77 
million — albeit a strong one. 
Her stoiy is worth hearing; 
she did risk her life to tell it.

Cooking up stories. 
The Hundred-Foot 
Journey writer Richard 
Morais says meals 
are like home for 
nomads like himself

There is a literal trip in The 
Hundred-Foot Journey, with 
the clashing French and In¬ 
dian restaurants separated by 
exactly 100 feet. In the mod¬ 
ern world, most people are 
making that same journey, 
though often much farther, 
for school or jobs or marriage. 

For author Richard Morais, 
the son of an American moth¬ 
er and Portuguese father who 
grew up in Switzerland, food 
is something that’s become a 
way to feel at home anywhere. 

“People always say, ‘You’ve 
travelled around the world, 
where is home?’ Well, hon¬ 
estly, I’ve gotten to the point 


that home is anywhere I am 
getting a meal and sharing 
it with family and friends,” 
he says over dinner at White 
Street, the recently opened 
Tribeca restaurant of chef 
Floyd Cardoz, who created the 
dishes featured in the novel’s 
film adaptation. 

“That’s as close to home as 
I’m ever gonna get, because 
most of us are nomads, we’re 
a mishmash of cultures, and 
we’re getting more and more 
mobile.” 

In the movie, available on 
DVD and On Demand this 
week, young Indian chef Has- 
san Kadam (Manish Dayal) 
cooks his way into the esteem 
of Michelin-starred restau¬ 
rant owner Madame Mallory 
(Helen Mirren), whose emo¬ 
tional journey is the title’s 
metaphorical meaning. 

Cooking is Hassan’s pas¬ 
sion, but also a way to pre¬ 
serve and share his heritage 
after his family was driven out 
of India and made their new 
home in the south of France. 

Cooking food with that 
kind of significance can be 


an emotional experience — 
“When you are homesick, the 
thing you crave most and first 
is food,” Morais points out. 
And sometimes, necessity can 
be the mother of great inven¬ 
tions. One of his favourites: 
balti spice. 

When the first wave of 
Bangladeshi, Pakistani and 
Indian immigrants arrived in 
the English midlands, “they 
of course were homesick for 


their flavours, and of course 
they couldn’t get all the spices 
they had in India in Manches¬ 
ter,” Morais says. “So they 
recreated a spice called balti 
with what was available in 
England.” 

The regional blend inspired 
its own cuisine, with restau¬ 
rants known as balti houses 
serving traditional dishes like 
vindaloos and stews but made 
with this new kind of spice. 


Morais recommends using it 
on roast pork. 

One dish that makes him 
nostalgic is codfish, which re¬ 
calls memories of his father’s 
rare but cherished home- 
coolced meals. 

“He’s sort of macho, Por¬ 
tuguese background, not veiy 
verbally demonstrative, but 
he adored his children, and 
how he would (show) it was 
through the food,” Morais re¬ 



calls. “One of the things that 
he would do is each of us, on 
our birthdays, could pick our 
meal, and so he would go out 
and make whatever we asked. 

“So I was torturing the 
poor man, I would say, ‘I want 
pheasant,’ so we would have 
to go out and get a pheasant 
and cook a pheasant.” 


Food at the holiday table 


While a holiday gathering 
can be a great reason for 
people who may otherwise 
not see eye-to-eye to set 
aside their differences, 
Morais doesn’t recommend 
pushing your luck with the 
food. “Often it’s so stressful 
and people are so tired,” he 
says. “I think the lower-key 
meals are the ones where 
the real magic happens.” 
Another piece of advice: 
Leave fusion cuisine to the 
professionals. Morais still 
remembers a dish by chef 
Floyd Cardoz, a barbecue 
pulled pork-style lamb sea¬ 
soned with Indian spices. 

“It was exquisite; it was the 
perfect fusion. Now, some¬ 
times fusion doesn’t work 
— it tastes like two warring 
plates — but when it works, 
it’s sublime.”

Timing

• 2 cloves 

• 1 cup sugar 

• 1 tablespoon Kitchen Bouquet 

• Carbonated water 

Combine water, lemon zest, nutmeg, 
cloves, sage and sugar. Continually 
stir and boil for about a minute until 
the sugar is dissolved. Remove from 


heat and stir in the lemon juice and 
Kitchen Bouquet. Let cool, then 
strain. Add roughly 1/3 cup of this 
syrup to 1 cup of carbonated water 
or combine to suit your taste. If kept 
in the refrigerator, dark lemonade 
can last up to 3 weeks.

FIFA willing to talk 

but on Its own teims 


Turf dispute. Players 
in legal battle are not 
expected to be present 
at World Cup draw to 
meet with FIFA official 


The war of words over arti¬ 
ficial turf at the Women’s 
World Cup has become 
bogged down in semantics 
ahead of Saturday’s draw in 
Ottawa. 

And that is frustrating 
the legal team representing 
a rebel faction of players as 
it tries to chip away at the 
monolithic world governing 
body of soccer. 

While a legal challenge 


snakes its way through the 
Human Rights Tribunal of 
Ontario, lawyers for the 
players have gone down a 
number of avenues to keep 
their storyline front and cen¬ 
tre. 

Jerome Valclce, FIFA’s 
secretary-general, seem¬ 
ingly opened up a new path 
in an Oct. 29 fifa.com arti¬ 
cle when he said: “We will 
again welcome open dia¬ 
logue at the official draw on 
Dec. 6 in Ottawa.” 

But with no players ex¬ 
pected to be present at the 
draw other than Canadian 
captain Christine Sinclair, it 
appears that dialogue looks 
to be very limited.

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How to top a 
dream season 


Marielle Thompson. 

Sochi ski cross heroine 
still looking to improve 
despite being No. 1 
in her sport 


Following what some are call¬ 
ing a “dream season,” Marielle 
Thompson believes she still has 
much more to prove. 

After winning gold in 
women’s ski cross at the 2014 
Winter Olympic Games in So¬ 
chi, Russia, Thompson went on 
to capture her second Ciystal 
Globe as the overall World Cup 
champion. 

“It was kind of — people 
have been saying — the dream 
season,” said Thompson, 22, 
from Whistler, B.C. 

Thompson will begin de¬ 
fence of her title this weekend 
at the season-opening Audi FIS 
Ski Cross World Cup at Nakislca 
Ski Area outside of Calgaiy. 
“I’m just trying to build on the 
momentum from last year,” 
she said. “I’m pretty young and 
I feel like I’m still building on 
my skiing and improving.” 

While Thompson won 
World Cup titles in 2012 and 
again last year, she has set her 
sights on winning gold at the 
2015 world championship in 
Kreischberg, Austria, in late 
January. She still remembers 
finishing second behind Swiss 
skier Fanny Smith at the 2013 
worlds in Voss, Norway. 

“I still have things to do,”

said Thompson, who beat 
Smith in the final World Cup 
race of the season last year to 
capture her second Ciystal 
Globe, “ft was pretty tight, but 
I finished with the win. ft was 
pretty exciting because that 
last final heat, if she beat me, 
she won the overall and if I 
beat her, I won the overall.” 
Thompson began her season 
last year with a World Cup 
win at Nakislca as she finished 
ahead of Smith and French vet¬ 
eran Ophelie David. 

“Last year I started off really 
well with a win at Nakislca, so I 
hope I can make that happen 
again,” said Thompson, who 
should be once again chal¬ 
lenged by Smith and David. 
“The course was really fun last 
year and it’s the same guys 
building it, so I’m sure it will 
be awesome again.” 

Both the women’s and 
men’s qualification runs will 
take place at Nakislca on Friday. 
“I think I get more nervous 
for qualifying than for racing 
because if you don’t qualify 
well, you’re not in the races,” 
Thompson said. The top 16 
women and top 32 men will 
move on to Saturday’s elimina¬ 
tion heats, which will feature 
four skiers racing each other 
down a course of jumps and 
bumps. The top two skiers ad¬ 
vance to the next heat while 
the other two are eliminated. 

“You’ve got to just be ready 
to race and lay it all on the 
line right away,” said Calgaiy’s 
Brady Leman, 28, who wants 
to improve on his third-place 
showing at Nakislca last year. 
“Last year was the dream sea¬ 
son for Marielle. ft was the sea¬ 
son that almost was for me. 

“I made more medal finals 
than anyone else. I just had 
a combination of really bad 
luck and bad performances 
in the medal finals. That kind 
of made for a so-so season.”
